‘Record Program Seen as 
Big Aid to Auto- 
mobile Sales 


By FRANCIS P. DAILY 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Before 

the end of the present ses- 
sion of Congress, the Federal 
government will be enabled to 
place in motion the greatest in- 
crease- in road building in the 
history of the Federal aid sys- 
tem, it was indicated today. 

Special appropriations amount- 
ing-to $12,500,000 annually for three 
vears, enabling eleven Western 
states, containing most of the pub- 
lic domain, to complete gaps in the 
Federal government’s highways 
program are now assured 

The House Roads Committee has 
unanimously reported out the Col- 
ton bill, authorizing special aid. As 
soon as the authorization act is 
nassed by Congress. an appropria- 
tion bill will be voted upon. 

This special aid is in addition te 
the $125,000,000 Federal aid already 
authorized and also will be in addi- 
tion to the $7,500,000 forest aid, 
which will be considered by the 
House Roads Committee on Febru- 
jary 24 

Completion of this legislation 
leading to the development of 
great stretches of splendid motor 

highways will greatly stimulate 
motor vehicle sales in far West- 
ern states, it was pointed out.

Car Makers in Detroit 


‘RECORD FEDERAL AID 
FOR ROADS ASSURED 


By FRED KINGSBURY 


ETROIT, Feb. 6.—Automobile 

manufacturers of Detroit have 
been greatly cheered during the 
past few days by reports showing 
the number of passenger cars and 
trucks exported during the last 
year, and especially during De- 
cember. 

Argentina's importations of auto- 
mobiles for December were 3,466 
American and 115 European passen- 
ger cars; 1.371 American and 62 
European trucks. Ottawa says that 
during the past year new passenger 
car sales increased 4 per cent. in 
Ontario. 29 per cent. in Quebec and 
22 per cent. in New Brunswick 
From Singapore comes word that 
American importations of molto: 
cars showed a healthy increase dur- 
ing 1929 Dealers in American 
automobiles there find their chief 
competition in English and Italian 
motor cars 

Practically all of the automobile 
manufacturers in America have in- 
creased their export forces and are 
going after more trade this year 
Of course. the threat of greatly. in- 
creased tariffs in France and Ger- 
many has caused considerable 
worry. but the manufacturers are 
going ahead on the assumption that 
this may be straightened out be- 
fore the heavy season opens. 

Criticism by some few people of 
the attitude of motor makers in 
asking the government at Washing- 
ton to take a hand in the matter 
has not brought forth any comment 
and the manufacturers are not pay- 
ing any attention to such criticism 
@s may arise because they feel 
they are right in taking a matter 
of this character to government of- 
ficials 

There is almost a certainty that 
exports to the Dominion of Can- 
ada will show a still greater gain 
during 1930 and all of the Ameri- 
can automobile manufacturers 
have representatives on the job 
in practically every province of 
the Dominion. 

The motor car plants across the 
Detroit river in Canada are turn- 
ing out units in fair numbers and

SUPREME COURT APPROVES 
FLORIDA 5-CENT GAS TAX 


Tallahassee, Fla. Feb. 6—The 
Florida Supreme Court. in its de- 
cision on the 1929 gasoline tax act, 
has approved the 5-cent gas tax 
providing two cents for the state 
road department and one cent for 
distribution to the counties on 
basis of collections. 

Regarding the portion of the acu 
levying one cent tax for distribu- 
tion to the counties for payment 
of bonded indebtedness for roads 
and bridges on the basis of each 
county’s debts. the court held the 
money must be divided on the basis 
of collections in each county. It 
further declared that the portion 
levying one cent to be _ divided 
equally among the counties, two- 
thirds of one cent for schools and 
one-third of one cent for lateral 
roads. is valid, but the school funds 
must be divided in proportion to 
average attendance in the respec- 
tive counties and lateral road funds 
in proportion to collections for 
those roads.

the new Ford were so radical that 
the cars in the next higher price 
class had to be hastily redesigned 
to retain their relative position 
This forced a similar change in 
those a little higher in the price 
scale. and so all the way up. 

“Over 80 per cent. of all cars 
made in 1927 had _ two-wheel 
brakes, while almost 100 per cent. 
of those made since have four- 
wheel brakes. Nearly all cars 
made since 1927 have markedly 
quicker pick-up and higher maxi- 
mum speeds than the same makes 
before that date. There are other 
detail improvements ‘too numer- 
ous to mention. The result of 
all this is that cars made prior 
to 1928 are obsolete. 

“Not necessarily worn out, but 
out of date, and their owners want 
to dispense with them in favor of 
modern vehicles. That these obso- 
lete cars are very numerous is evi- 
dent from a glance at the diagram. 
In number they amount to nearly 
16,000,000, or 66 per cent. of all cars 
in use. If it had not been for the 
obsolete character of so many cars. 
the record breaking production of 
1929 would not have been possible. 

“This nation-wide desire to 
place 16,000.000 obsolete cars with 
new ones will insure a big demand 
for 1930. It will be held in check 
by two factors, first, the fact that

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British Nomenclature

i a reader of the British motoring publications, which 
parenthetically are extremely well edited and informa- 
tive, the difference between American and British automo- 
tive nomenclature is rather amusing. The American perhaps 
will heave a sigh of sentimental remembrance as he views 
so frequently the word “Saloon.” Shadowy pictures of a 
Jong mahogany counter, a gleaming brass rail and a tall one 
capped with snowy foam will arise from the shadows and 
perhaps he will also call up the memory of “Charlie” in his 
white coat shaking a tinkling tune from an oblong silver 
cone-shaped weapon. But alas our British cousins when 
they speak of a saloon mean merely what we Call a sedan. 

When a British magazine speaks of listening to “the 
grow! of a racing car revving up,” it means that the driver 
is racing his engine to get it up to racing speed. Not a bad 
term that “revving,” evidently borrowed from revolutions 
per minute. 

When the American motor enthusiast is turning the 
leaves of a British journal he frequently finds the word 
“accumulator” and it doesn’t take long to discover that this) 
is the English,term for storage battery. As a matter of fact 
accumulator is a more exact term for the source of electric, 
current used on the motor car than our own. The battery} 
does accumulate current rather than act as a “battery.” 

Of course our name for motor fuel, “gasoline,” finds no 
currency in the British Isles. They refer to the liquid as| 
“petrol” when they are not calling it “motor spirit.” And| 
it is interesting to note that across the channel in Francg 
gasoline becomes “essence.” 

The British do not care for the spelling of carburetor | 
as commonly used in this country and this useful little in-| 
strument becomes a “carburetter” over there. Tyres” is} 
the way the Britisher prefers to spell the casings that} 
cushion his car from road shocks. The hood which covers 
the automobile engine is a “bonnet” to the Englishman. | 

Before we get through we shall need a British- 
American dictionary of motoring terms to keep us under- | 
standing each other.

DECEMBER UP 167 FROM N. J. SHIPPING " 


January Expected to 
Show Still Further 


Increase 


NDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 6.—Regis- 

trations of new commercial cars 
in Indiana in 1929 reached the 
record-breaking total of 14,462, as 
compared with 9,562 in 1928, an 
increase of 4,900, equivalent to 51 
per cent., according to the com- 
plete registration figures from all 
counties. 

The December, 1929, sales, as in- 
dicated by the registrations, 
amounted to 760, as against 655 in 
the corresponding month of 1928, an 
increase of 102 units, or 16 per cent 

The increase of 51 per cent. for 
the entire year corresponds very 
closely to the gain that is expected 
to be Shown by the entire United 
States for 1929 over 1928. On the 
basis of returns thus far received, 
the gain for the country should 
reach at least 50 per cent. 

Failure of the truck business in 
this state to fall below 1928 levels 
in December is considered as a 
highly favorable sign for the com- 
ing year. It is conceded that the 
January business showed a sharp 
recovery from the December level, 
in which event it should have 
compared favorably with a year 
ago. 

Ford and Chevrolet saved the sit- 
uation in December, both of these 
trucks showing substantial increases 
over the final month of 1928. Ford’s 
registration amounted to 388, as 
against 306, an increase of 82 units, 
while Chevrolet’s registration of 198 
was 46 better than in December, 
1928. 

Other makes to show increases in 
December over a year before were: 
Dodge, 2; Whippet, 4; Studebaker, 
7; White, 3, and Fargo, 1. 

Ford and Chevrolet were also 
the largest gainers in the full 
year’s business, Ford’s registra- 
tions in 1929 amounting to 6,388, 
as against 2,278 in 1928, a gain 
of 4,110, and Chevrolet's 1929 
sales of 4,582 comparing with 
4,026 in the preceding year, a gain 
of 556. 

As an indication of the fact that 
the 1929 gains were spread through- 
out the truck industry, however, is 
the fact that out of the fifteen lead- 
ing sellers in the state, eleven re- 
corded increases over the preced- 
ing year. 

In addition to Ford and Chevro- 
let. the leading companies to regis- 
ter increases and the gains made 
were: International, 161; Reo, 28; 
Whippet, 154; Studebaker, 54; 
Stewart, 26: White, 14; Diamond T, 
25: Relay, 20, and Fargo, 36.

Vineland, N. J., Feb. 6.—The 
motor truck and the improved 
farmer-market roads have en- 
abled the south Jersey poultrymen 
to clip twenty-four hours from 
the delivery schedule of eggs for 
the fancy New York retail trade. 
By utilizing the motor’ truck, 
Cumberland, Atlantic and Ocean} 
county poultrymen are able 
liver the eggs in the New York mar- 
ket twenty-four hours earlier than 
with the freight or express service. 
The saving of one day in reach- 
ing the market often enables the 
poultrymen to pay the freight, 
buy the case and make an extra 
profit from the higher prices he 
receives by being able to reach the 
market a full day earlier 
The last twelve months has seen 
the bulk of the 213.000 cases trans- 
ported by motor truck to market 
It has been conservatively estimated 
that approximately 190.000 cases of 
the entire movement to New York 
has been shipped on the truck.

The Truck 
Association of Philadelphia 
and vicinity, composed principally 
of the operators of dump-body 
vehicles engaged in contracting and 
building work, has increased its 
number of members to 359 firms and 
individuals representing a total of 
3,000 trucks. 

An agreement was signed with the 
contractors the first of the year, 
whereby until April 1 the charges 
will be $25 a day, ten hours to cun- 
stitute the maximum number cf 
hours for day's work. and five 
hours the minimum. Thereafter 
the charges will be $30 a day for

LL the new car dealers in Van- 
couver, B. C., are members of 
the Vancouver Motor Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, and, as one of the greatest 
problems of the automobile mer- 
chandising field today is the used 
car question, this organization has 
devoted much attention to his 
matter. One of the objectives of 
the association has been to encour- 
age persons in the market for used 
cars to buy from new car dealers 
This objective is being arrived at by 
what might be almost termed an 
institutional type of advertisement 
used in the Sunday editions of the 
two leading evening newspapers in 
Vancouver 

A typical one of these 
ments is headed “New Car Dealers 
Offer Wonderful Used Car Bar 
gains.” Immediately below this hand 
lettered head is the symbol of the 
association, and small type explains 
to the reader that this is the sign 
of the reputation and reliability of 
the new car dealer 
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advertise- 


The copy of this advertisement 
then explains that owners of good 
used cars always trade them in on 
new cars, and that therefore the 
used car buyer can always be sure 
of finding trustworthy used cars at 
all new car dealers The adver- 
tisement also states that new car 
mechanics, accustomed to the sweet 
performance of new motors, appre- 
ciate the hum of a good used car 
properly broken in, and can quickly 
adjust such a car for many years 
of further satisfaction. The con- 
cluding note of this advertisement 
is that the new car dealer's show- 
room is the logical place to go for 
a good used car. 

This is the general theme of all 
the advertisements used in connec- 
tion with this campaign, and deal- 
ers are practically all agreed that 
the educational work done in this 
way is showing good results.

HE association realizes, however 
that if a dealer is to sell a good 
used car at a price fair to both 
himself and his customer he must 
buy right. To assist in doing this 
a price list of the maximum values 
of all makes of used cars running 
back for a considerable number of 
years was made out. This list has 
been very largely used by car deal- 
ers and so popular is this service 
that dealers in adjoining British 
Columbia cities. and even from re- 
mote parts of the western province, 
have asked to become associate 
members of the association in order 
to benefit by using the lists com- 
piled.

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Dodge Uses “Dum-Dum” 
In Car Roof Assembly 


A tar-like material called “dum- 
dum” putty is used in cementing 
and calking the roof assembly on 
Dodge closed cars. A somewhat 
similar compound sprayed from guns 
is used on the inside of body and 
door panels as a sound deadener. 

Regardless of weather conditions 


or age. this putty must remain “live” 
—plastic, pliant. It must withstand 


_constant exposure to the frigid tem- 


perature of the far north and the 
burning suns of the tropics without 
either hardening or softening. 
Research engineers, in their quest 
of the proper ingredients for this 
perpetually pliable substance, tapped 
the great forests. plumbed the mines, 
the oil wells and taxed the ingenuity 
of chemists and scientists. Then 
came a long period of experimenta- 
tion. Samples were subjected to 
ultra-violet rays and cold tests in 
the Dodge laboratories. In this way

Satisfied that the proper consist- 
ency had been achieved, the appli- 
cation of the putty then became a 
problem for production experts. In 
bulk form, the material could not 
be easily applied. So a huge “gun” 
was designed to supply it to oper- 
ators in ribbons of correct width and 
thickness. This method keeps the 
process in step with the regular 
production tempo of the big Dodge 
plant. 

The ribbons are laid along the 
edge of the body top sills. The roof 
assembly is then put in place, drawn 
tightly down on the puttv and se- 
curely bolted. The roof of the car 
is thus made permanently water and 
weatherproof 

The use of this putty eliminates 
the necessity of the old-fashioned 
metal molding, which formed a 
small dam, preventing water drain- 
ing quickly off the car roof In 
spite of the utmost precautions 
water would eventually seep through 
the metal molding and leak down 
inside the car 

Although practically the same in 
appearance. the materia] used inside 
the body as an anti-rumble agent is 
of a somewhat different nature. It 
lacks the fibrous structure of the 
other.

These shows give jobbers an op- 
portunity of greeting old customers, 
making new contacts, and at the 
same time merchandising new items, 
or the old items in a new dress 0! 
with new improvements 

There have been but a few in- 
stances in the past several years 
where jobbers have discontinued 
shows. In the main there have been 
two additional shows announced for 
1930. compared to every one dropped 

These shop equipment shows are 
costly. It means that jobbers must 
call in their salesmen to aid in 
handling the crowds. Lost business 
in the field is perhaps offset by the 
orders taken at the show. but in 
the end the jobber finds that all 
Josses in orders and through extra 
expenses are made up and more be- 
fore the end of the season. 

Jobbers, except those using trucks 
or vans to exhibit their new shop 
equipment throughout their terri- 
tory. have only this method of ac- 
tually demonstrating to the trade 
in the outiying districts. Salesmen 
cannot carry these items along as 
they do accessory lines, and some 
dealers cannot be sold through pic- 
tures
